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INDIANA RACING TO OPEN. 



Everything is in readiness for the opening at 
Lakeside Monday. Evidently the management 
expects to race during cold weather. Glass has 
been put in the grand stand and furnaces 
erected in the betting ring. The track has been 
well worked and harrowed and is in first-class 
shape. 

About the same horses that performed at 
Harlem will be seen at the Indiana course, and 
the wind-up of the racing season in this vicin- 
ity should be a lively one. 

George Rose, G. C. Bennett, Walters, “Vir- 
ginia” Carroll, “Billy” Davis, “Kid” Rogers, 
“Carey” Applegate and the same crew that 
posted the odds at Harlem have remained here 
for the coming meeting. The same officials will 
handle the racing, with Col. Clark in the 
judge’s stand, Martin Nathanson in the secre- 
tary’s office and P. P. Pomeroy clerk of the 
scales. 

The selling race war on Rvan was quite warm 
the last week at Harlem, but Ryan seems to 
be able to take care of himself and was 
worried less than anyone about the continuous 
run-ups. After Jim Hand had raised both Ro- 
bair and IAce last Tuesday Ryan laughed, 
thanked and invited him to take a bottle of 
wine. Hand accepted the invitation and the 
pair parted the best of friends. 

Thursday, when George Bennett ran second 
with Laureate to Garland Bar, he raised the 
Ryan horse $800 in one bid. Bennett, of course, 
was entitled to $400 of the run up, but refused 
to take it. He would not give it back to Ryan, 
however, so it will be donated to some asylum. 
Bennett said he did not run the price up to ben- 
efit himself, but only to keep Ryan in line. 

It has become the fashion for jockeys to have 
agents. Burns employs two. Both have full 
access to the paddock, jockey room and betting 
ring. It is a common thing to see one of Master 
Burns’ agents rush up the stairs to the jockeys’ 
dressing room and then tear back into the bet- 
ting ring. 

Thursday Burns was asked by the Clerk of the 
Scales Pomeroy to ride a horse. The boy re- 
fused, saying that he wanted to use what time 
he had to collect. Pomeroy told him the rules 
were, that after a boy made weight, he was not 
allowed out of the paddock and told him, too, 
they applied to Burns as well as Rose, or Law- 
rence or anyone else. A few minutes later 
Pomeroy had some business in the stand, and 
while walking there, ran into Burns, all dressed. 
The boy was reported to the judges and should 
be punished. 

Jockey Donaldson went to the Secretary last 
week and demanded a badge for his agent. 
Donaldson is one of the warmest articles among 
the colored contingent. He recently took a 
prize at a cake walk. Since then he sports a 
long double-breasted overcoat with big white 
pearl buttons, and patent leather shoes with 
fancy tops and big buttons. He also has the 
necessary cane and big cigar. 

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

There is a publication of pith and importance 
which western horsemen neglect. I refer to The 
Racing Calendar, the official organ of the Jockey j 
Club. It.is keen, clean, handsome and purely 
representative. It is issued weekly, prints the 
general news of the Jockey Club and its tracks 
and has no editorial opinion. The owner of 
horses who does not koep it on file, is less than 

intelligent. 

The Jockey Club does not control American 
racing— yet. It may do so. If its grasp and in- 
telligence thrives and expands as it has under 
the Belmont regime, such control would be “a 
consummation devoutly to be wished.” 



The Racing Calender strikes a keen newspaper 
eye as a novelty. It is elastic in its conforma- 
tion. One week it is sixteen pages strong; the 
next week it may only have four pages. Part of 
the pages in either case may be blank. Such is 
usually the case. Why not? The paper has 
said in fifteen or three and a half pages all 
there is to be said and stopped at the natural 
end. This is a plan that might not be a bad one 
for newspaperdom in gerieral. 

The chances are that the Indiana racing will 
cover November. Why not? New Orleans can 
not race in a healthy way until the “yellow 
jack” matter has been cleared away. Horsemen 
are not inclined to run into trouble. They have 
enough of their own in financial and other 
ways. The Southern track may run off its early 
offerings. If so it will be with material on 
hand. No Northern stables will go to New 
Orleans until the town shows a clean bill of 
health. That’s common sense and business.

Ho would be singled out of a 
crowd of 1000 men for his striking, clean cut face, 
framed in gray hair that seems to have come 
before its time, yet improves its contents.

The Haggin brood mare Aetliel, by Stratford, 
was recently destroyed on account of infirmity. 
Mr. Mackey will come East again within two 
weeks, and, after overhauling Mr. Haggin’s new 
Kentucky establishment, return to San Fran- 
cisco for a winter’s racing foray. 

John Mackey, as keen a character as the 
American turf knows, was in Chicago Friday 
and continued his journey to Rancho del Paso 
Friday night. He came with Walter B. Jen- 
nings, who is to train a group of Haggin horses; 
and Dr. McMillan, the veterinary expert of the
